2011 is eminent, and Minister 
of Tourism, Transport and 
Labor, Otmar Oduber shared 
his thoughts with THE 
MORNING NEWS of what 
island residents and visitors 
can expect in the coming 
year. The fact that Aruba’s 
most widely read local lan¬ 
guage paper in Papiamento, 
Diario, named him their 
“Man of the Year,” for 2010 
came as no surprise, as his 
ministry has dominated the 
headlines in any language of 
island media. 

Jim Hepple, President and 
CEO of the Aruba Hotel and 
Tourism Association, 

AHATA, credits Minister 


Oduber with being the first to 
head the Tourism industry 
with the foresight and deter¬ 
mination to see the privatiza¬ 
tion of the government’s 
tourism entity, the Aruba 
Tourism Authority, become a 
reality under his administra¬ 
tion. “We at AHATA have 
been encouraging this step 
for 30 years,” commented 
Jim, “it is essential for Aruba 
to move forward and main¬ 
tain their economy in an in¬ 
dustry that becomes more 
competitive and has more 
players every year.” 

The privatization of the 
ATA, which goes into effect 
on January 1, has already 


produced some shake-ups 
within the organization. The 
ministry accepted applica¬ 
tions for 51 employees in the 
new ATA, replacing the 75 
that populated the staff previ¬ 
ously, and six sales reps in 
fewer locations in the U.S. 

“A privatized ATA will be 
the biggest change for 2011,” 
admits Minister Oduber. “We 
expect it to be much more ef¬ 
ficient. A number of overseas 
offices, such as Colombia 
and Brazil, will be reduced 
from a full staff to only a rep 
office. We are closing our 
Florida and Chicago office 
and maintaining a headquar¬ 
ters in New York with only 
representatives in the other 
locations.” 

“The existing room tax of 
9.5% will not increase, but it 
will be designated fully for 
the ATA, which will increase 
our funding,” he explained, 
“as will a new inbound tax of 
$7.50 on tickets purchased to 
Aruba from off island.” 
These funds will be shared by 
their marketing budget and 
projects to improve the 
tourism product, such as the 
beautification of the road 
along the shoreline from the 
airport to Malmok, which 
will become the Caribbean’s 
longest linear park.

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Substantial reduction on import sole female officer in Mexico 
duty on automobilesl border t0W n abducted

The import duties established 
for automobiles in 1986 were 
based on the CIF value which 
ranged between 30% for auto¬ 
mobiles with a value of less 
than FIs. 10.000 to 40% for 
those less than Fls.20.000, and 
50% for those less than 
FIs.30.000. 

However, over the years the 
price of motor vehicles contin¬ 
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ued to rise, without any adjust¬ 
ment to the import duty. 

As of the 1st of January 
2011, the government will re¬ 
duce the tariffs substantially. 
Automobiles of a value less 
than Afl. 20.000 will no longer 
pay 40% import duty, but 30%, 
and those valuing under 
Afl.30.000 will not be levied 
50%, but 40% on import duty. 
This represents a reduction of 
10% on most vehicles. This, 
the government is convinced 
will be a boost to our car deal¬ 
ers as well as to our con¬ 
sumers. 

In addition, the government 
also announced that there will 
be special tariffs for the impor¬ 
tation of fully electronic auto¬ 


mobiles. In an effort to stimu¬ 
late the use of electronic vehi¬ 
cles, the government will 
introduce a 2% import duty on 
these types of vehicles. 

Hence, those who purchase 
an electronic vehicle will be 
saving between 28% to 38% 
on import duty. Moreover, the 
government intends to intro¬ 
duce a very special tariff for 
hybrid vehicles, which will be 
a levy of 12% for import duty. 
This also represents a substan¬ 
tial reduction. 

Car dealers on the island 
are making every effort to 
begin offering fully electronic 
and hybrid vehicles to our con¬ 
sumers in keeping with the vi¬ 
sion of the government to 
promote a cleaner environ¬ 
ment. 

During the recently held 
Aruba Green Conference with 
ex Vice President A1 Gore here 
in Aruba, Gore and Mike 
Eman met and discussed ex¬ 
tensively the government’s de¬ 
cision to introduce fully 
electronic and hybrid vehicles 
for Aruba and the fiscal provi¬ 
sions to help encourage this. 

A1 Gore publically ex¬ 
pressed admiration for the gov¬ 
ernment’s impressive fiscal 
provisions to help stimulate a 
sustainable development to¬ 
wards a ‘green’Aruba. 


CIUDAD JUAREZ, Mexico 
(AFP) - Gunmen kidnapped a 
28-year-old woman who was 
the sole police officer in the 
town of Guadalupe, close to 
the violent northern border city 
of Ciudad Juarez, state offi¬ 
cials said yesterday. 

Some ten unidentified gun¬ 
men on Thursday set Erika 
Gandara's home ablaze and 
torched two cars parked out¬ 
side before abducting her, wit¬ 
nesses told the state of 
Chihuahua prosecutor’s office. 

Gandara was the last police 
officer in Guadalupe, located 
on the US-Mexico border 
some 60 kilometers (40 miles) 
south-east of Ciudad Juarez, 
after her colleagues either re¬ 
signed and fled or were killed. 

The town, population 
9,000, is in an area frequently 
used by traffickers to smuggle 
drugs into the United States. 

Guadalupe is just up the 
road from the town of Praxedis 
Guadalupe Guerrero, where a

dent and mother named 
Marisol Valles took over as po¬ 
lice chief in October.

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Proposed law regarding new legal status of 
ATA needs analysis and possible changes, 
according to Juan David Yrausquin 


A board of seven impartial 
trustees consisting of respected 
and savvy business operators, 
such as Jossy Facie, the former 
director of Aruba’s power and 
water producing plant, WEB, 
will administrate the marketing 
fund and be required to sign 
off on project budgets excee¬ 
ding a certain amount. 

“The public can expect a 
much more productive tourism 
entity without the bureaucracy; 
we calculate a gain of 20-25% 
in value in purchasing of mar¬ 
keting tools,” Minister Oduber 
explained. “The decision ma¬ 
king process will be much 
more efficient, and TPF, The 
Product Enhancement Fund, 
will give us much more control 
over protection of our environ¬ 
mental assets, such as the 
shoreline.” 

A plan to make the shore¬ 
line and offshore areas a pro¬ 
tected marine park was 
mentioned as in process. Funds 
will now be alloted to enforce 
the prohibition of destructive 
practices to the underwater en¬ 
vironment, such as dropping 
anchors that damage reefs and 
indiscriminate net fishing. 
Minister Oduber also promised 
the stationing of lifeguards on 
Aruba’s beaches as part of the 
tourism product improvement 
plan and a shore patrol. 

Beautification of the island 
also includes the urban areas of 
Oranjestad and San Nicolas, 
with a plan to make Oranjes- 
tad’s main street into a pedes¬ 
trian mall. To relieve traffic 
congestion, a parking mall will 
be constructed on the outskirts 
of the town and a free trolley 
service to take shoppers into 
the center of the city. 

Training and certification 
for all those working directly 
with island visitors will be im¬ 
plemented in the coming year; 
raising the quality of service at 
every level. Vacationers should 
see an improvement in effi¬ 
ciency and attitude from the 
moment they arrive, literally, 
as immigration officers will be 
one of the first to go through 
the program. 

The finalization of a contract 
with the Hilton people is ex¬ 
pected in the early part of the 
year, about which the minister 
is very pleased, and it is ex¬ 
pected a luxury resort will re¬ 
place the defunct Bushiri 
Resort. The project will be 
strictly confined to the geo¬ 
graphic limits of the present 


structure and grounds, and will 
not claim adjacent properties. 
Groundbreaking will soon take 
place for a luxury golf resort on 
the outskirts of San Nicolas, 
and with the completion of the 
change of road north of the 
Marriott, construction of the 
Ritz Carlton will begin in 
earnest in February of 20IF 
These projects will most likely 
come to full fruition around late 
2012-2013, with high quality 
additions to its tourism product 
increasing Aruba’s capacity to 
close to 10,000 rooms. 

“I am a person who con¬ 
centrates greatly on the intrin¬ 
sic value of our tourism 
product; this is the vision of 
my ministry. I think the expan¬ 
sion of inventory will be an 
asset, but legislation is now 
being drafted for a moratorium 
on more resorts,” he replied 
when asked what he considers 
a priority for Aruba. “We need 
to all come together for a 
strategic plan for the island 
over the next 10 and 15 years; 
closely examine expansion and 
what sort of projects we feel 
would best enhance the is¬ 
land’s tourism product. By the 
end of 2011 I would like to 
have a “Master Plan.” The last 
25 years since achieving Status 
Aparte has seen enormous de¬ 
velopment. What happens in 
the next 25 years is very im¬ 
portant, and the participation 
of all the community is essen¬ 
tial, we should all decide to¬ 
gether what the vision and the 
policy will be for our tourism. 
It is now the right time for us 
to all decide how we want to 
grow, and to closely examine 
how it will affect our social 
structure.” 

“As we all know, our 
tourism is the pillar of our 
economy,” concluded Minister 
Oduber. “I think the voyage we 
are taking now requires us to 
consider growing not in quan¬ 
tity but in quality, and this en¬ 
titles every one to be part of 
this. We want to see our local 
community involved in how 
we are marketing the island 
abroad, and we want them to 
understand our decisions. 
Aruba’s tourism is not depend¬ 
ent on the marketing that has 
been done overseas, but more 
than anything on our own peo¬ 
ple. They are the ones who will 
determine the future of our 
tourism.”

ORANJESTAD - The pro¬ 
posed law to change the legal 
status of Aruba’s tourism office 
(ATA) to an independent entity, 
the so-called “sui-generis” sta¬ 
tus, was presented to Parlia¬ 
ment some days ago. 
Parliamentarian, Juan David 
Yrausquin is of the opinion that 
the proposed law needs careful 
analysis and possibly some 
changes to ensure that it will 
meet the goal of fortifying our 
most important economic pillar 
- our tourism. One of the agree¬ 
ments reached between the 
government and the Aruba 
Hotel and Tourism Association 
(AHATA) was the creation of 
an independent Tourism Office. 
Another agreement was to raise 
the tax that tourists pay and 
along with these, increase the 
government’s tourism budget to 
be able to effectively promote 
the island internationally. 

Both agreements were ef¬ 
fected this year, the raising of 


the tourist tax and the govern¬ 
ment’s tourism promotion 
budget increase. Thus, the only 
agreement yet to be effected is 
the new legal status of the 
Aruba Tourism Association 
(ATA), which entity will be 
charged with the management 
of Aruba’s tourism promotion. 

One of the matters that Par¬ 
liament needs to evaluate is 
how far does the new legal sta¬ 
tus reflect the agreements 
made between the parties. 

An important aspect of the 
new status, according to the Par¬ 
liamentarian, is to ascertain from 
other institutions with a ‘sui- 
generis’ model, such as at Serli- 
mar, or IMSAM or AZV, how 
these institutions fare with this 
model and what are the pros and 
cons experienced. This way, 
ATA can learn from these and 
incorporate the positive ele¬ 
ments of this legal status into the 
proposed law; and improve on 
those areas that are less positive. 


The Fegislative Counsel (Raad 
Van Advies) was extremely neg¬ 
ative in their evaluation of the 
proposed law. Consequently, 
Parliament must carefully eval¬ 
uate every article before accept¬ 
ing and approving the new law. 
Furthermore, the law of Ac¬ 
countancy does not apply to in¬ 
stitutions with a ‘sui-generis’ 
legal status and as such it is im¬ 
perative that there be some clear 
indication in the new law how 
financial aspects such as public 
tenders, and financial reporting 
to Parliament and to the Govern¬ 
ment will be handled. 

The Parliamentarian contin¬ 
ued to observe that Parliament 
will, therefore, need more time 
to do the necessary evaluation 
to guarantee that there will be 
absolute transparency and to 
be sure that the proper controls 
are in place. He concluded 
with the age old saying that...

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Venezuelan ex-leader Perez to get US burial, says daughter 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- Venezuela's late former pres¬ 
ident Carlos Andres Perez will 
be buried in the United States, 
and his remains will return 
home only when there is a 
"real democracy" in the coun¬ 
try, one of his daughters said. 


A two-term president and in¬ 
fluential figure in Venezuelan 
politics in the second half of the 
20th century, Perez died in 
Miami of an apparent heart attack 
on Christmas day He was 88. 

Perez was a fierce critic of 
the current Venezuelan presi¬ 


dent, President Hugo Chavez, 
whom he described in an inter¬ 
view as "Satan." 

"My father wanted to return 
to Venezuela," daughter Ce¬ 
cilia Perez said in a phone in¬ 
terview from Miami with 
Globovision network. "But he 



never wanted to return under 
the mandate of Mr. Chavez, he 
wanted to return to a Vene¬ 
zuela under the real democracy 
that he struggled so much for. 
We want him to return with 
full honors, and all the recog¬ 
nition, in the kind of big event 
that he deserves," she added. 

Perez will be buried in 
Miami on Wednesday, Cecilia 
Perez told reporters. 

Widely known by his ini¬ 
tials CAP, Perez was president 
1974-1979 and again 1989- 
1993. He moved to Florida in 
1999, and could not return to 
Venezuela because of a pen¬ 
ding arrest warrant for his role 
in violent 1989 riots known as 
the "Caracazo" that resulted in 
at least 276 killed. 

In Miami, Perez wrote arti¬ 
cles and opinion pieces de¬ 
nouncing Chavez, and also 
stated his desire to spend his 
remaining days in Venezuela. 


Chavez on Sunday offered 
his condolences to Perez's 
family, adding that they "had 
all the right" to bring the re¬ 
mains of the ex-president to 
Venezuela for burial. 

During his first term, Perez 
presided over the nationaliza¬ 
tion of the oil industry and the 
creation of state-run Petroleos 
de Venezuela (PD VS A), which 
reaped huge returns from soar¬ 
ing oil prices of the early 
1970s. But his second term 
was buffeted by political up¬ 
heaval, including a failed coup 
attempt by a then little known 
army lieutenant colonel, Hugo 
Chavez, who served two years 
in prison before being released 
by Perez's predecessor. 

Perez was forced out of of¬ 
fice by the Venezuelan Su¬ 
preme Court in May 1993 for 
misappropriation of a 250 mil¬ 
lion bolivar presidential slush 
fund.

Russia finds Khodorkovsky guilty in second trial 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - A 
Moscow court yesterday found 
tycoon Mikhail Khodorkovsky 
guilty in his second fraud trial, 
a judgement seen as a pivotal 
moment in Russia's post-So¬ 
viet history that rang alarm 
bells in the West. 

Khodorkovsky and co-ac¬ 


cused Platon Lebedev were 
convicted of embezzlement 
and money laundering, said 
judge Viktor Danilkin, dashing 
the hopes of Russian liberals 
the trial would show a new ap¬ 
proach from Russian courts. 

In a stinging reaction from 
the West, the German foreign 


minister said the verdict was a 
step backwards for Russia 
while US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said it would 
have a negative effect on the 
country's reputation. 

The pair were charged with 
embezzling 218 million tons of 
oil from Khodorkovsky's 


Yukos oil giant between 1998 
and 2003 and laundering 487 
billion rubles (16 billion dol¬ 
lars) and 7.5 billion dollars re¬ 
ceived from the oil. 

"This is an unjust verdict by 
a court that is not free," Khodor¬ 
kovsky's lead lawyer Vadim 
Klyuvgant told journalists. "It is 


shameful for the country. We 
will appeal the verdict." 

The court adjourned yester¬ 
day evening until today and it 
was not clear when the final 
sentence would be delivered. 
Defence lawyers expressed 
hope it would come by the end 
of the year.

New Kindle becomes Amazon’s 
all-time best seller 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Online 
retailer Amazon on Monday 
said its latest Kindle had be¬ 
come the company's best¬ 
selling product ever. 

Without giving details of 
the number of units sold, the 
company said sales of its 
third generation e-reader had 
beat sales of "Harry Potter 
and the Deathly Hallows." 

Jeff Bezos, Amazon.com 
founder and CEO, said the 
product's 139-dollarprice tag 
meant owners of tablet com¬ 
puters, such as the iPad, were 


also buying Kindles. 

"We're seeing that many 
of the people who are buying 
Kindles also own an LCD 
tablet. Customers report 
using their LCD tablets for 
games, movies, and web 
browsing and their Kindles 
for reading sessions," Bezos 
said. 

Amazon also announced 
that it sold around 158 items 
a second on the peak holiday 
sales day, November 29 — 
dubbed "Cyber Monday." 


Bubbles key to New 
Year's champagne: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Days before New Year's Eve, 
French researchers have 
found scientific evidence for 
what many champagne tip¬ 
plers have long known — that 


the bubbles are the key to a 
good bubbly. 

The scientists found that 
the tiny bubbles "are the 
essence of fine champagnes 
and sparkling wines" and 
play a central role in the 
transfer of taste, aroma and 
texture, according to an arti¬ 
cle published in the American 
Chemical Society Journal. 

The best way to preserve 
the bubbles is to chill cham¬ 
pagne to four degrees C (39 
degrees F) and to pour it 
down the side of an angled 
flute instead of dumping it 
into the center of the glass, it 
said. 

Both measures minimize 
the bubbles lost after the cork 
is popped. 

Millions of Americans 
will welcome in the new year 
on Friday night with the tra¬ 
ditional champagne, either 
sipped in a well-poured glass 
or shaken and sprayed in the 
air — yet another demonstra¬ 
tion of the bubbles' power. 


Russia puts 
European 
satellite 
Ka-Sat in orbit 



MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
on Monday put into orbit 
the European Ka-Sat satel¬ 
lite launched overnight by a 
Proton-M rocket from the 
Baikonur cosmodrome in 
Kazakhstan, space officials 
said. 

"The satellite was suc¬ 
cessfully put into orbit at 
10:03 Moscow time (0703 
GMT)," the Khrunichev 
space centre said Monday in 
a statement. 

This was Proton's first 
successful launch after a 
failure on December 5 of 
three Russian navigation 
satellites, Glonass, to reach 
orbit. They fell into the Pa¬ 
cific some 1,500 kilometres 
(937 miles) from Hawaii. 

After the incident, Rus¬ 
sia has temporarily sus¬ 
pended Proton launches. 
Some experts have said pro¬ 
gramming errors caused 
failures. 

Ka-Sat will ensure ac¬ 
cess to broadband Internet 
for poorly served terrestrial 
networks in Europe and 
Mediterranean basin. The 
satellite was constructed by 
EADS Astrium for Eutelsat, 
Europe's leading satellite 
operator.

Germany reports 'sharp 
rise' in cyberattacks 



BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
detected a sharp rise in cyber¬ 
attacks in 2010, many origi¬ 
nating in China, and plans to 
set up a special centre next 
year to deal with the danger, 
the government said on Mon¬ 
day. 

"There has been a sharp 
rise in so-called electronic at¬ 
tacks on the networks of Ger¬ 
man government and local 
authorities," interior ministry 
spokesman Stefan Paris told 
a regular government brief¬ 
ing. 

"Germany is a very high- 
tech country with consider¬ 
able experience and 
know-how, so of course oth¬ 
ers will naturally try to get 
hold of this knowledge ... 
China is playing a large role 
in this." 

In the first nine months of 
2010 there were some 1,600 
such attacks recorded, com¬ 
pared to around 900 for the 
whole of 2009, plus most 
likely a considerable number 
that went undetected, he said. 

The increase was in part 
due to more and more gov¬ 
ernment business being con¬ 
ducted electronically, he 
noted however. 

The new "National Cy¬ 
berdefence Centre" will pool 
the resources and know-how 
of different government 
agencies including the fed¬ 
eral police and the BND in¬ 
telligence service with that of 
private firms, he said. 


Europe's 
biggest economy 
is far from being 
alone in seeing 
government 
agencies, firms 
and individuals 
coming under at¬ 
tack from for- 
e i g n 
governments 
and organised 
crime attempting 
to hack into 
computer net¬ 
works. 

Last year, the United 
States created its own Cyber 
Command, while NATO 
leaders agreed in November 
to enshrine cybersecurity as 
one of the 28-nation military 
alliance's priorities. 

Some 65 percent of the 
world's two billion Internet 
users are estimated to have 
fallen victim to cybercrime, a 
trade so lucrative it is thought 
to be worth several times that 
of narcotics.

Six detained in chemical 
wine scandal in China 


BEIJING, China (AFP) - Six 
people have been detained, sev¬ 
eral wineries shut down and 
bottles pulled from shelves in 
China after authorities found 
wine containing several chemi¬ 
cal additives, state media said 

The incident in Changli 
county in the central province 
of Hebei — an area dubbed 
"China's Bordeaux" — is the lat¬ 
est food safety scare to rattle 
consumer confidence in a coun¬ 
try still reeling from a deadly 
2008 tainted milk scandal. 

An expose broadcast by 
state television revealed that 
wineries were doctoring their 
beverages with sugar water, 
colouring agents and artificial 
flavourings, and then falsely 
using famous brand names, the 
Global Times said. 

The newspaper quoted a 
leading industry expert, Huang 
Weidong, as saying the addi¬ 
tives could cause cardiac irreg¬ 
ularities and headaches, and 
were possibly carcinogenic. 

"We are highly concerned 
about this behaviour. To ensure 
safety measures, we have al¬ 


ready started to remove the sus¬ 
pected wines from the shelves," 
a spokesman for Beijing area 
Wal-Mart stores, Zhang Tao, 
told the paper. 

The Xinhua news agency re¬ 
ported that provincial authori¬ 
ties had shut down nearly 30 
wineries. Corporate accounts 
with funds totalling 427,000 
dollars have been frozen, the 
Global Times said. 

More than 5,000 boxes of 
wine have been seized, the re¬ 
ports said, though it was not im¬ 
mediately clear how much of 
the adulterated wine was al¬ 
ready on store shelves. 

Changli county produces 
one third of China's home¬ 
grown wine, state media said. 

The reports come as China 
gears up for New Year and 
Lunar New Year celebrations — 
a time when alcohol purchases 
traditionally increase. 

The Chinese government 
has come under increasing 
pressure from its citizens as 
well as foreign countries to im¬ 
prove the standard of its food 
and medicines. 


S.Korea battles rapid spread of foot- 
and-mouth disease 


SEOUL,S.Korea(AFP)- South 
Korea confirmed 3 new cases 
of foot-and-mouth disease, 
since the country's worst out¬ 
break began a month ago. 

The agriculture ministry 
said the new cases were on 
cattle and pig farms in Yang- 
pyeong county, 55 kilometres 
(34 miles) east of Seoul, the 
western port city of Incheon 
and the southeastern county of 
Cheongsong. 

"About 389,000 animals 
have been or will soon be 
culled around the country... 
numerically, this is the worst 
outbreak we have ever had," 
said a ministry official. 

The ministry estimates 
losses related to the disease at 
around 400 billion won (347.5 
million dollars). 

In a desperate attempt to 
curtail the spread of the dis¬ 
ease, thegovemment launched 
vaccinations for some 56,000 
cattle — risking a longer export 
ban from overseas.lt takes 
longer for a country that 
launches vaccinations to re¬ 
gain disease-free status from 
the World Organisation for 
Animal Health than when the 
disease is curbed solely by 


culling. 

The battle is facing another 
obstacle — a cold snap that 
froze disinfectant and spraying 
equipment. "The situation was 
pretty hard over the weekend, 
but it's getting better," said the 
ministry official. 

Some events have been 
cancelled for fear of spreading 
the outbreak. 

The southeastern province 
of North Gyeongsang, which 


SAN JOSE,Costa Rica (AFP) 
- A luxury resort hotel on Costa 
Rica's Pacific coast has been 
closed after more than 200 
tourists were sickened in re¬ 
peated outbreaks of stomach 
flu, authorities said. 

The closure of the Bracelo 
Playa Tambor, owned by a 
Spanish hotel chain, came at 
the peak of a Christmas season 
that draws flocks of well- 
heeled US and Canadian 
tourists seeking respite from 
the northern winter. 

"The decision that has been 
taken is to close the hotel," 
Health Minister Maria Luisa 
Avila said.

Oil prices climb on US, European 
weather woes 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Oil prices climbed in London 
yesterday on the expectation of 
a surge in demand for heating 
fuel in the face of record low 
temperatures in Europe and a 
huge snowstorm in the US 
northeast. 

The London oil market was 
closed for a holiday but in elec¬ 
tronic trade Brent North Sea 
crude for February delivery 
rose 26 cents from Friday to 
93.72 dollars a barrel. 

In electronic deals prior to 
the opening of the New York 
Mercantile Exchange a barrel 
of benchmark "light sweet 
crude" for February delivery 
was down 36 cents at 91.15 
dollars from Thursday. The 
market was closed on Friday.

FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - The European Central 
Bank said yesterday that its 
government bond purchases 
amounted to 1.121 billion 
euros (1.47 billion dollars) last 
week, almost double the 
amount of the previous week. 

Total purchases of public 
debt under the controversial 
Securities Markets Program 
that began in May have now 
risen to 73.5 billion euros, an 
ECB statement said. 

On December 20, the bank 
said weekly purchases had 
fallen to 603 million euros 
from 2.677 billion in the pre¬ 
vious seven-day period. 

The ECB has assumed 
greater risk through its pur- 


BAGHDAD, Iraq (AFP) - 
Iraq’s oil output has risen to 
more than 2.6 million barrels a 
day, its highest level for two 
decades, Oil Minister Ab- 
dulkarim al-Luaybi said yes¬ 
terday after a ceremony to 
mark his official takeover of 
the ministry. 

"Today, our production is 
over 2.6 million barrels per 
day," Luaybi told reporters 
after the ceremony. "This fi¬ 
gure has not been reached for

2, 2008. Prices have firmed 
considerably in recent days in 
response to macroeconomic 
data suggesting that the reco¬ 
very in the United States, the 
world's leading energy con¬ 
sumer, was gathering strength. 

Prices have risen more than 
11 dollars in New York since 
the start of the year and more 
than 15 dollars in London. 

The spurt yesterday came in 
response to bitter cold affecting 
some of the largest energy con¬ 
sumers in Europe, notably 
France. 

In the US northeast, bliz¬ 
zard warnings were issued 
from coastal New England to 
New York City, where a mas¬ 
sive storm was expected to

YEREVAN,Armenia (AFP) - 
When police officers arrived at 
13-year-old Masha’s home, 
searched her room and in¬ 
spected her computer, it was 
not because they suspected her 
of any crime. 

Her offence was simply to 
be a devoted follower of the 
angst-ridden punk-rock sub¬ 
culture known as ’emo’, in an 
ex-Soviet state where pres¬ 
sures to conform remain 
strong. 

”It was offensive and fright¬ 
ening at the same time," said 
Masha, a schoolgirl in the Ar¬ 


menian capital, clearly upset 
by the experience. 

Police in Yerevan have 
been conducting a campaign 
against the capital’s small but 
controversial emo community 
since the recent suicides of 
two teenagers who were ru¬ 
moured to have been emo 
fans. 

Officers have visited 
schools, searched pupils 
whose distinctive clothing 
marks them out as possible 
’emos’, and mounted surveil¬ 
lance on public places where 
young people gather. 




Several fans have been de¬ 
tained for questioning, despite 
the lack of any specific legis¬ 
lation against the musical 
genre or its followers. 

In a recent newspaper inter¬ 
view, Armenia's Chief of Po¬ 
lice, Alik Sarkisian, claimed 
that emo could "damage our 
gene pool". "We should fight 
against such phenomena be¬ 
cause they are morally harmful 
to our people," he said. 

Emo — an abbreviation of 
'emotional' — is a more 
melodic and melancholy form 
of punk rock. It has origins in 
the United States but has be¬ 
come a well-established global 
subculture in recent years. 

Masha and her friend Ani, 
also 13, say they started dress¬ 
ing in the unconventional emo 
style in an attempt to stand out 
from what they call "the grey 
masses". 

But they now feel that they 


have to disguise themselves in 
ordinary clothes for fear of de¬ 
tention or harassment by other 
youths. "They point and laugh 
at us. Or even worse, they 
sometimes beat up our boys," 
Ani said. 

Sensationalist media re¬ 
ports in Europe have sug¬ 
gested that the gloomy lyrics 
of some emo songs can influ¬ 
ence teenagers to harm them¬ 
selves or attempt suicide, 
although fans have consis¬ 
tently rejected the accusation. 

Some people in Yerevan be¬ 
lieve that emo can cause suici¬ 
dal depression, and also see it 
as a degenerate Western influ¬ 
ence on traditional Armenian 
values. 

Members of the youth wing 
of a local police association 
held a march against the sub¬ 
culture in the capital this 
month, carrying banners that 
read "No to foreign perver¬ 
sions!" 

One teacher in a Yerevan 
suburb, who asked not to be 
named, said the directors of 
some schools supported the 
police action, and had even 
been actively encouraging of¬ 
ficers to search pupils who 
dressed unusually and check 
them for signs of self-harm. 

A local human rights ac¬ 


tivist compared the police's be¬ 
haviour to a Communist-era 
witch-hunt. "It is like the re¬ 
pression in Soviet times, when 
law enforcement agencies 
were chasing hippies, punks 
and rockers — all those who re¬ 
fused to live within society's 
limits and be like everyone 
else," said Mikael Danielian, 
chairman of the Helsinki Com¬ 
mittee of Armenia. 

But the police say they are 
only intervening to protect vul¬ 
nerable youngsters. "We are 
conducting explanatory, pre¬ 
ventative work among 
teenagers and their parents to 
prevent children from becom¬ 
ing hooligans and from 
thoughts of suicide."however, 
she said that she could not 
blame emo music for the re¬ 
ported rise in teenage suicide 
attempts in Armenia this year. 

Young fans like Masha and 
Ani have been worried by the 
anti-emo campaign, but they 
insist that they will not be pres¬ 
sured into abandoning the sub¬ 
culture that they love. 

"It is impossible to ban 
youth movements using re¬ 
pressive methods," Ani said 
defiantly. "We will not stop lis¬ 
tening to our music and dress¬ 
ing how we like. This is my 
choice."

LONDON (AFP) - Arsenal Ancelotti could face a fight to 


kept the pressure on Premier 
League leaders Manchester 
United and delivered a ham¬ 
mer blow to Chelsea's hopes 
of retaining the title with a 3- 
1 victory over the struggling 
champions on Monday. 

Arsene Wenger's side had 
repeatedly failed to produce 
the goods in crunch matches 
against their London rivals, 
but they finally rose to the oc¬ 
casion as goals from Alex 
Song, Cesc Fabregas and 
Theo Walcott gave them a 
vital victory at the Emirates 
Stadium. 

Branislav Ivanovic got 
one back for Chelsea but the 
damage had already been 
done and Blues boss Carlo 


save his job after his team's 
sixth league game without a 
win. 

Arsenal's triumph - their 
first in 12 games against 
Chelsea and United - lifted 
them back into second place 
and within two points of the 
leaders. 

In contrast, Chelsea's title 
hopes are close to being ex¬ 
tinguished. They are six 
points behind United, who 
have a game in hand, and 
even a place in the top four 
can’t be taken for granted on 
this woeful form. 

Although Ancelotti's team 
had taken just six points from 
their last seven matches, the 
club's worst run since 1998,

they should have been able to 
draw inspiration from their 
dominance over Arsenal in 
recent years. 

Wenger's players rose to 
the challenge in impressive 
fashion and controlled pos¬ 
session right from the start. 

Samir Nasri brought 
Chelsea goalkeeper Petr 
Cech into action for the first 
time with a long-range free- 
kick. 

Wenger's side kept prob¬ 
ing and Robin van Persie 
blazed over before Cech 
plunged at Walcott's feet to 
block the winger's shot. 

It took an even better save 
from Cech to keep Chelsea 
on level terms when he 
stretched every sinew to tip 
over Nasri's deft chip. 

Arsenal's pressure finally 
told in the 44th minute as 
Song surged into the penalty 
area after playing a one-two 
with Jack Wilshere. 

The ball broke towards 
Fabregas and, as the Arsenal 
captain collided with Paulo 
Ferreira, Cameroon mid¬ 
fielder Song seized his 
chance and drove a low shot 
past Cech. 

Lampard’s presence in the 
Chelsea starting line-up for 
the first time in four months 
after hernia and groin injuries 
was supposed to inspire the 
Blues, but the England mid¬ 
fielder was well off the pace. 

If Ancelotti read the riot 
act at half-time, he must have 
been sorely disappointed 
with the response from his 
lacklustre stars. 

In the space of 90 seconds, 
two sloppy pieces of Chelsea 
defending presented Arsenal 
with the goals that put the re¬ 
sult beyond doubt. 

First, Michael Essien's 
51st minute tackle on Fabre¬ 
gas sent the ball into Wal¬ 
cott's path. 

Walcott was then granted 
too much space by former 
Arsenal defender Ashley 
Cole and he was able to 
sprint clear before sliding a 
pass to Fabregas, who 
stroked his shot past Cech. 

Arsenal were rampant 
now and, with Chelsea look¬ 
ing more shambolic by the 
second, Walcott took full ad¬ 
vantage as he caught Florent 
Malouda in possession and 
flicked a pass to Fabregas. 

The Spaniard's return ball 
put Walcott through on goal 
and he drove a fine finish into 
the far corner of Cech's net, 
prompting a furious response 
from Drogba, who argued 
with team-mate John Terry 
before the restart.

Argentina big five 123 
million in debt - report 



BUENOS AIRES, December 
27, 2010 (AFP) - Argentina's 
big five clubs are 650 mil¬ 
lion pesos (123.5 million 
euros) in debt, with River 
Plate in the most precari¬ 
ous position, local media 
reported on Monday. 

The Tiempo Argentino 
newspaper claimed that 
River Plate have a deficit of 
almost 80 million pesos - a 
record for an Argentine 
club - and debts of 216.8 
million pesos, of which 190 
million is due to be repaid 
in 12 months. 


Boca Juniors, Indepen- 
diente, Racing Club and 
San Lorenzo are the other 
four major sides with seri¬ 
ous financial worries. 

All five failed to make 
any impression in the Ar¬ 
gentine title race this sea¬ 
son with Estudiantes 
taking the championship, 
two points ahead of Velez 
Sarsfield. 

River Plate were fourth, 
Racing sixth, Boca were 
11th, San Lorenzo finished 
in 13th place with Indepen- 
diente in 20th and last spot. 


Bad boy Cassano joins AC Milan 
teammates 



MILAN (AFP) - Controver¬ 
sial Italian forward Antonio 
Cassano on Monday joined 
up with his future AC Milan 
teammates for a winter train¬ 
ing camp in Dubai. 

The out-of-favour Samp- 
doria player's transfer to AC 
Milan will be completed on 
January 2. 

A smiling and visably 
moved Cassano was already 
wearing his new team's train¬ 
ing kit as he was greated by a 
crowd of fans at Milan air¬ 
port before the team jetted 
out for the Middle East. 


His contract will not be 
filed before the official open¬ 
ing of the transfer market on 
January 2, but agreement has 
been reached allowing the 
player to join his new team's 
training camp in Dubai. 

"We're expecting a lot 
from him, he's a bonus to the 
team," said AC Milan de¬ 
fender Massimo Oddo. 

"We hope that everything 
will go well. Milan offers a 
favourable environment be¬ 
cause they give you every¬ 
thing but they demand 
respect. We'll also be keeping 
an eye on him." 

Cassano, 28, joined Samp- 
doria from Real Madrid in 
2007. But he was frozen out 
of the club after insulting pres¬ 
ident Riccardo Garrone dur¬ 
ing an argument in October. 

Sampdoria had applied to 
have his contract unilaterally 
terminated for gross miscon¬ 
duct. 

An Italian league arbitra¬ 
tion board ruled that his 
salary should be cut by 50 
percent, but that his contract 
could not be cancelled.

Patriots take NFL top seed, Hip injury sidelines Seattle 

Ravens and Chiefs clinch Q B Hasseibeck 


BUFFALO, New York (AFP) 
- New England trounced 
Buffalo 34-3 to lock up home 
field advantage throughout 
the playoffs as Baltimore, 
Kansas City and the New 
York Jets punched their NFL 
playoff tickets. 

The Patriots had already 
secured a playoff berth, but 
they'll be even tougher to 
beat now that they have 
wrapped up the American 
Conference top seed. 

Quarterback Tom Brady 
threw three touchdown 
passes, including two to tight 
end Rob Gronkowski, and 
extended his streak of at¬ 
tempts without an intercep¬ 
tion to 319. 

That topped the league 
record of 308 set by Bernie 
Kosar with Cleveland in the 
1990-91 seasons. 

"I guess Pm glad Pm not 
throwing interceptions," 

Brady said, but he was more 
happy to see his team clinch 
their eighth division title in 
10 years and finish first in 
their conference for the third 
time since 2003. 

"It never gets old," Brady 
said. "We never get tired of 
winning." 

The Patriots have gone 
seven straight games without 
a turnover and have only 
turned the ball over nine 
times this season. 

Coach Bill Belichick did¬ 
n't realize until after the game 
that Brady had surpassed 


Kosar's mark. 

"That's great," Belichick 
said. "Tom does a great job of 
managing the game and tak¬ 
ing care of the ball. I think he 
deserves that." 

While the Patriots were 
busy smoothing their playoff 
path, a host of other teams 
were jockeying for postsea¬ 
son position. 

Baltimore got in with a 
win, while Kansas City 
needed a victory and some 
help from rivals San Diego. 
The New York Jets advanced 
despite a defeat, while 
Philadelphia clinched their 
division title despite not step¬ 
ping on the field. 

The Ravens secured their 
playoff berth with a 20-10 
victory over Cleveland. 

Ravens quarterback Joe 
Flacco threw two touchdown 
passes and Baltimore's de¬ 
fense stymied the Browns, 
who remain tied with Pitts¬ 
burgh for the AFC North di¬ 
vision title with one game 
remaining. 

The New York Jets and 
New York Giants also had 
chances to book playoff 
berths with victories — and 
both lost. 

The Jets fell 38-34 at play- 
off-bound Chicago, suffering 
their third defeat in four 
games. They advanced to the 
playoffs anyway, courtesy of 
Jacksonville's 20-17 overtime 
loss to Washington. 

"This was a bit odd," ad¬ 


mitted Jets running back 
LaDainian Tomlinson, who 
saw the Redskins win on tel¬ 
evision. "We went from being 
down, a blown opportunity to 
'we're in.'" 

The Giants' playoff hopes 
took a hit with a 45-17 defeat 
at Green Bay. The Giants 
continued to struggle with 
turnovers. They gave up two 
fumbles and quarterback Eli 
Manning threw four intercep¬ 
tions. 

Kansas City got a needed 
34-14 victory over Tennessee, 
then clinched the AFC West 
title when San Diego fell 34- 
20 to Cincinnati. 

Philadelphia's home game 
against Minnesota was post¬ 
poned until Tuesday because 
of the threat of a blizzard, but 
the Eagles were celebrating 
the NFC East title after the 
Giants lost. 

Indianapolis, last season's 
Super Bowl runner-up, de¬ 
feated Oakland 31-26 to 
move within one win of se¬ 
curing the AFC South title. 

Peyton Manning threw 
three touchdown passes and 
the Colts overcame his two 
second-half interceptions. 

The victory, coupled with 
Jacksonville's defeat, means 
the Colts will reach the play¬ 
offs with a victory against the 
Titans next week or a Jaguars 
loss at Houston. 

St. Louis defeated San 
Francisco 25-17 to give 
themselves a chance to claim 
a playoff berth next week. 

The Rams need to beat 
NFC West division rivals 
Seattle to claim the division 
and their first playoff berth 
since 2004. 

Seattle still have a chance 
to deny the Rams the division 
title, despite falling 38-15 at 
Tampa Bay. 

In other games, Detroit de¬ 
feated Miami 34-27 and Den¬ 
ver rallied from a 17-0 
halftime deficit to edge Hous¬ 
ton 24-23. 


TAMPA, Florida (AFP) - A 
hip injury forced Seattle 
quarterback Matt Hasseibeck 
out of the NFL game against 
Tampa Bay, and the Sea- 
hawks may not have him 
back for the crucial regular- 
season finale next weekend. 

Seahawks coach Pete Car- 
roll said it's likely that Hassei¬ 
beck, who was scheduled to 
have an MRI exam on Mon¬ 
day, won't practice this week. 

The Seahawks play the St. 
Louis Rams on Sunday for 
the title in the weak NFC 
West division. 

"We'll watch closely what 
happened with Matt," Carroll 


said. "We'll have to see how 
that works out. We'll give 
him all week. Just rest him 
and see what happens." 

Hasseibeck hurt his left 
hip on a one-yard touchdown 
run in which he rolled out of 
the pocket to his right and ran 
into the end zone untouched 
late in the first quarter. 

He bent over briefly, began 
to walk off the field than sat 
down in the end zone. 

"It just got real tight on me 
real fast," said Hasseibeck 
said. "That was disappoint¬ 
ing. I tried to come around 
real quick and it's just how I 
hurt it."

Steve Francis leaves Beijing 
Ducks 


DURBAN (AFP) - Indian 
off-spin bowler Harbhajan 
Singh hailed the contribution 
of returning fast bowler Za¬ 
heer Khan at the end of a 
bowler-dominated second 
day of the second Test against 
South Africa at Kingsmead 
on Monday. 

Singh said India were in 
with a good chance of squar¬ 
ing the three-match series 
after bowling out South 
Africa for 131 on a day dur¬ 
ing which 18 wickets fell for 
245 runs. 

India were 92 for four in 
their second innings, an over¬ 
all lead of 166 runs in the bat¬ 
tle between the world's two 


top-ranked Test nations. 

Khan and Harbhajan were 
mainly responsible for the 
South African collapse. 
Khan, who missed the first 
Test because of injury, took 
three for 36 and Harbhajan 
four for 10. 

The left-armed Khan set 
the tone by dismissing South 
African opening batsmen 
Graeme Smith and Alviro Pe¬ 
tersen. 

"Zaheer is an experienced 
guy and it is great to see him 
taking crucial wickets," said 
Harbhajan. 

"He's been outstanding. 
It's not just taking wickets, he 
helps the other bowlers to 


bowl well. He's the man." 

Harbhaj an and S outh 
African batsman AB de Vil- 
liers agreed that the pitch was 
better than suggested by the 
scoreboard. 

"There's nothing wrong 
with the wicket, although 
there is a little bit of extra 
bounce," said Harbhajan. 
"When Hashim Amla was 
going well after lunch batting 
looked very simple." 

Harbhajan's dismissal of 
Amla for 33, when the bats¬ 
man missed a sweep and was 
leg before wicket, sent the 
South African batting into a 
spiral in which the last six 
wickets fell for 35 runs. 


BEIJING (AFP) - Former 
NBA All-Star Steve Francis 
left the Beijing Ducks Mon¬ 
day, ending the troubled 
guard's brief stint in China's 
professional basketball 
league, state press reported. 

Francis told the club he 
was willing to leave after 
walking out at half-time dur¬ 
ing Beijing's 104-89 win over 
the Jiangsu Dragons Sunday 
and missed Christmas Day 
practice, Xinhua news 
agency said, citing club assis¬ 
tant manager Yuan Chao.

sion. I told him, on behalf of 
the club and the team, that we 
wanted him to leave," Xinhua 
quoted Yuan as saying. 

Yuan earlier told AFP that 
the team and Francis were in 
discussions over his departure. 

In about two weeks with 
the Ducks, Francis — a three¬ 
time NBA All-Star and for¬ 
mer teammate of star Chinese 
centre Yao Ming — played in 
four games, averaging 0.5 
points and 0.7 rebounds in 
about three minutes per 
match.
